29th Floor, First National Bank Building, Dallas, Tex. ) 

Source is a former Federal Bureau of Investigation agent with 

C&xfycfs 

apparently e:xcllent person aly^-Ti thin the Dallas office of the FBI and 
the Dallas Police Department. In addition to this, he obviously runs 
a far-flung business intelligence system for his aployer, H. L. Hunt, 
to whan he reports directly. Undersigned has ha/^ approximately a dofcen 
contacts :dth source beginning in the spring of 1966 on other investigative • 
natters and a cordial and cooperative atmosphere has narked all such meetings. 

Cn Hey 21 source was re-contacted and purposes of the current investi- 
gation were reviewed. Source expressed willingness to cooperate beyond that 
he previously had extended on other natters. 

He* was shown a Zerox copy of CLAY SEAW’s notebook (but sh aired no 
desire to obtain a. copy for himself). He immediately recognized the name 
of LADY l-l^P.GAIUST D’ARCY, 109 Lari's Court Road, London IJQ and stated 
"Here f s one; her husband uses a different name from this, and is in prison 
now in England for sedition.”. 

" - "Communist?" he was asked. 

"Ho, just the oppositeT* "Tlotlicrmel "replied. He requested a file 

from his secretary, and verified the imprisoned husband’s nbne as "JOHN de

England, and edited, source states, from prison* Source obtained from 
his secretary xqgi tiro copies of the material described and gave then to 


the undersigned— copies are hereto attached* 


Source evidenced no further recognition of nanes in the notebook but 
accepted a list of four Dallas nanes and addresses in the book for future 
checking through files of his police contacts, presunably vice squad. 

Source invited undersigned to lunch at the Engineers' Club in Dallas, 
nhere general aspects of the assassination were discussed. During lunch, 
undersigned alluded parenthetically to the death of GUT BAK1HST3R, and 
source demonstrated great surpriee apd apparent disbelief initially that 
BATO1ISTZR this diseased. This was the nost profound reaction of source 
during all the contacts undersigned has had with hip. 

At this luncheon, source volunteered this statement: 

“Well, one thing, I know for sure— but if you repeat ne. I'll deny 
saying it: Jack Ruby was a paid informant fif the FBI. Oswald nay or may 

•n 9 t have been or -for the CIA-but I taw that. Ruby was an FBI source." ' 


Source also stated that he had enjoyed a long-tern and close relation- 
ship (personally) with Jack Revill, former chief of the Dallas PD criminal 
intelligence section, and that he (source) also had known Hanes Hosty, the 


FBI agent, though not nearly so long nor so intimately has he had known RcvJq 
infaen you drink and play poker with a man week in and week out for 
Tears, you knot* in your own mind what he will end won3t do," ? ource mused. 
"And, I«ll tell you one tiling: Jack Revill won't lie about a thing: if he 
says Kooty told him Lee Oswald w a s a communist, then that's* exactly what 
Hosty told him, and Eosty...Hosty Just doesn't remember it, that's all." 
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The foregoing remark also was unsolicited from source, and it appeared to 
hare occurred to him from the trend of the conversation, which was then 
centering on why federal agencies would cover evidence in the assassination 
Ten though they had had no part in its planning or performance. 

"Well, when you have a CIA agent shooting the president, and an FBI 
ini oman t snooting the assassin, they have to cover," source declared. 

"If it ever cane out, that would be the end of both of then so far as 
Congress was concerned* n 

And then source added his comment upon the relative reliability of 

Bevill and Hosty. As best as undersigned can determine, source referred 

to the conflict between those two a s detaild on Pages ' 67 to 70 of "The 

Unanswered Questions About President Kennedy's Assassination." by Sylvan 

Fox, in which Hosty denied telling Bevill in the police building basement 

shortly after Oswald's a rrcst: "Jack, a Comunist killed Presidnt Kennedy, 

he is an our Communist files, we know he was here in Dallas," (see p. 69

Late in the fourth hour of this contact with source, undersigned 
broached the subject of needed financing for the investigation. Source 
stated he doubted H. L. Hunt would be a profitable source of funds, because 
of the latter's preoccupation with constitutional amendment programs 
bearing on the electoral college at the moment, but he added that he knew ' 
"another man" who had said "It is absolutely essential that Garris cm succeed 
In this investigation, it is vital that the people learn the truth'" about this." 
Source fctated he would ccmt 2 ct tills un-named party. \

e. Source suggested —for the second tine during the day— that the 
undersigned talk with Lt. George Butler of the Dallas police department, 
but source let a suggestion from undersigned that an introduction to Jack 
Revill be arranged pass unanswered. 

During the latter part of this ©nference, source took a call from 
H. L« Hunt, who was in Washington preparing for an appearance on the Today 
television program, and ab one ^§aB~point during their conversation, source said 
2*...«well, Hr. Hunt, there is a man right there in Washington, who could 
help out on that... .yes, sir.. .it* s COLONEL CASTOR^ he^ an advisor to t he 
president of the National Federali n of Independent Businessmen. He used to 
be here in Dallas,' and he*s in Washington now. And, incidentally, I happen

Subsequent meetings during the next three days with source produced 
these results:

Source suggested extensive investigation be made into the 
death of a former investigator for District Attorney Homy W a de~a nan naned 
CUR3KCE OLIVER, who had worked on the assassination case for Wade, and 
who died suddenly though appe a rantly in excellant health, "about a year ago." 

e * At bhe mention of Ruby’s Kafia connections, source Ijbbt stated 
"Then, if there's any Kafia in this thing, you should go into the death of 
a very close associate of Jimmy Hoff a — Sidney Zagri— in the resturant fire ' 
at Montgomery, Ala. Source then supplied undersigned with a copy of The 
Washington Observer" — a newsletter dated Kuriber 37 — April 15, 1967, but 
with no identifying address or publisher's reference. (Undersigned strongly 
suspects this letter is published by -source under auspicies of H. L. Hunt, 
or th-t sure© is close to the publisher, who is a Hunt nan in Washington). 

The article refers to the oddity that Zagri and Mr. and Krs. Ed Pepper 
long-tine leaders in Young Democrats* activities in Alabama, were identified 
almost innediately as victims of the Penthouse Resturant fire, hours before 
even firemen^ knew positively that there had been victims, * and to a second 
coincidence concerning Hoff a a nd Alabama— THAT EDWARD GRADf^PARTEJ of Baton 
Rouge, La., a witness against Hoffa, was under indictment for death by 
automobile in Alabama, but the indictment never w £ s prosecuted.
